1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on February 24, 2009. 

2. Claims 3-8, 17, and 57-66 are currently under examination. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

3. The rejection of claims 5-8 and 65-66 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn based on the amendment to the claims to remove 
the derivatives. 

4. The rejection of claims 5-8 and 65-66 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement is withdrawn based on the amendment to the 
claims to remove the derivatives.
